Swarthmore. Pa., Oct. 23—(AP) 


—O. John Rogge, special assist- 
ant to the U. S. attorney general, 
described what he termed a fan- 
tastic Nazi-backed "scheme" de- 
signed to thwart the re-election 
of President Roosevelt in 1940 
by .having John L. Lewis, president 
of 
the United 
Mine Workers 


(AFL) come out against him. 


In an address 
delivered 
at 


Swarthmore college last "night, 
Rogge said "this scheme involved 
Herman Goering, a Nazi agent by 
the name of Joachim Hertslet, and 
William R. Davis, a promoter of 
the oil business." 


In Washington, Lewis declined 


to comment on Rogge's remarks. 
Davis, described by Rogge as a 
peace emissary for Goering in 
September, 1939, died Aug. 1, 1941, 
after a colorful career. 


Other Attempts Made 


The justice department official 


added that other attempts were 
made by the Nazis to prevent 
Roosevelt's reelection in 1936 and 
1944. 
One included the establish- 


ment of an "American Committee" 
in the German foreign office by 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop, 
Nazi

Rogge said "The Nazis always 


preferred the one who opposed 
President Roosevelt. 
They pre- 


ferred in turn Landon, Willkie, 
and Dewey. They had a strong 
preference for Dewey. They did 
not particularly like Willkie, but 
they felt any president would be 
better for their purposes than 
President Roosevelt." 


In Topeka, Kas.. Landon said 


"this whole story sounds to me 
like the ravings of a lunatic." In 
addition, he added, "the German- 
American Bund denounced me in 
1936 
as being pro-Semitic. That 


doesn't sound to me as if the 
Nazis wanted me to be president."

OPA virtually ended wartime 
price controls over food and bev- 
erages today. 


The agency removed price lids 


from all foods and beverages ex- 
cept sugar, syrups and rice, ef- 
fective at one minute past mid- 
night ^onight. 


At the same time price ceil- 


ings were lifted from all sales 
of food and beverages by restau- 
rants and other sellers. 


Princip ' items freed by the 


sweeping action include flour, 
bread 
and bakery 
products; 


canned fish; candy; bananas; 
oranges; canned tomatoes and 
tomato products; canned pine- 
apple and pineapple juice, break- 
fast cereals, macaroni and spa- 
ghetti. 


Washington, Oct. 23—(AP) — 


Removal of most price ceilings 
still on foods was indicated today 
y government agencies. 
It was learned that OPA and 


agricuture officials are working on 
a comprehensive food 
decontrol 


list expected to be made public 
during the day. 


Trade rumors reported that only 


sugar and rice will be retained 
under control programs but OPA 
officials refused to confirm or deny 
this, asserting a definite announce- 
ment will be made shortly. 


Officials at both agencies have 


forecast decontrol of flour, bread 
and other baked goods. 


Complete Decontrol Plan 


The action was expected to com- 


plete President Truman's direc- 
tive to speed up all decontrols. 
Truman removed ceilings from 
meats and livestock last week. 


OPA and agriculture followed 


this up by ending price ceilings on 
all vegetable fats and oils and 
coffee. 
At the same time the 


price decontrol board announced it 
would not return controls.on 'milk, 
cheese, butter and - other daily

He 
fled throug-h a window and suf- 
fere.- superficial burns and cuts. 


Police said Mrs. Yeltema, mother 


of the dead infant: Mrs. Hall and 
Rita Clirk were all children of 
Mrs. 
Nelson by a previous mar- 


riage. 


The fire apparently started in 


a room heated by an oil burner, 
state police said. 


Bodies Near Door 


Six of the bodies, five adults and 


the infant, were found clustered 
around a doorway leading from a 
bedroom, police said, while the 
bodies of the younger children were 
found in two bedrooms. 


Police said there were two doors 


leading to the outside but the 
trapped victims converged on only 
one of them in their efforts to 
escape. 


Firemen said that when they 


arrived the fire was at its height 
In the .-bsence of fire hydrants in 
the sparsely settled area, the fire- 
men laid two lines of hose from 
the lake, about two blocks distant. 


Fire Marshal Paul P. O'Connell 


said the escape from the building 
through windows was virtually im- 
possible because the openings, al- 
though wide enough, were too high 
from the floor to be reached with- 
out a ladder.

The crash occurred during the 


morning rush hour at the 47th 
street station. Both trains were 
derailed but in no danger of fall- 
ing from the elevated structure 
to the street. 


A company spokesman said all 


trains were operating under "fog 
orders" calling for reduced speed. 
He 
added that both 
of the 


wrecked trains were scheduled 
to make the 47th st. stop. The 
forward train was "running late," 
the spokesman said, and the sec- 
ond train was "presumed" pull- 
ing up for a stop. 


Crowd Platform 


From 1,300 to 1,500 passengers 


were on the two trains and police 
reported that many 
of 
them 


crowded the 
station 
platform, 


delaying removal of the injured. 


So jammed with milling, con- 


fused passengers -was the plat- 
form and its stairway that fire- 
men used hook and ladder equip- 
ment to climb the structure.

man said some of the sugar should 
reach grocers by Friday.

An 
investigation was started by the 
County Health Department, but 
the task was found to be so large 
and so complicated that the serv- 
ices of the State Sanitary Water 
board was requested to help make 
the detailed survey. 
During the 


past seve'ral months a detailed 
study of sanitation and sewage 
problems has been made. 


The survey included the area 


from above Lowell park down the 
river to a site beyond the outlet 
of the Dixon sewage disposal

the bonus will mean renewal of 
the state property tax are not 
true," Peters said today in a state-, 
ment. "A property tax had to be 
provided in the bonus legislation 
because to make the bonds salable 
it was necessary to pledge the 
full faith and credit of the state. 


No Property Tax 


"There is no intention of using 


the tax. There hasn't been a state 
property tax in Illinois sinse 1932 
and I am confident there will not 
be after the bonus is paid.
